At the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the China rose with its habit of 
continuous bloom was brought to Eu- 


rope, says the Dominion Horticulturist | 


Dr. Macoun, in discussing 
bable origin of the beautiful hybrid 
perpetual roses in Canada. Before 
very long hybrids of the China rose 
with French and Provence roses were 
raised. They were called Hybrid 
Chinese, but took after their Euro- 
pean parents in that they flowered 
only once in the season, These hy- 
brids and the damask rose were then 
crossed and Rose du Roi, a damask 
perpetual, was introduced about 1819. 
This rose was called perpetual be- 
eause it had a second blooming sea- 
son.

peace and unity and renewed strength 
of the Anglican Communion to fulfil 
its primary task of witnessing to the 
faith of Christ and to His kingdom.”
